Reasons for Allowance 

5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The closest prior art of Yoichi, Recarte, and Kravetsky while teaching the 
formation of single crystals of Cu-AI type material, do not teach the claimed 
manufacturing method Including pulling a column of the alloy so that the rising column Is 
cooled relative to the melt to form a crystallization front above the surface of the melt, 
the Cu-AI seed being aligned on the <100> direction, or the claimed pulling length.
